A Fun-Making Postmaster at 


Jamestown Shot Dead, 


Grief of Qinn Over 
the 


Sad 
Affair. 


SPRINGFIELD, OHIO, May 10.- 


Uiiuor a misapprehension that 
his 


house was about to bo entered by 
burglars, Edward Giuu of Jamestown 
shot Georgo A. McLaughliu, post- 
master of that place and a niembor of 
a "tick-tacking" party, through the 
heart shortly after midnight last uight. 


The postmaster was ouo of a parry 


of Jamestown young men who wont 
out last night to have some i'liu at 
" tick-tacking. " The marshal and 
deputy marshal of tho town were in 
tho party early iu the oveuiug, but 


loft it before the shooting occurred. 
Others iu tbo party 
woro George 


Spahr, Stovou Keuney and Charles 
Connor. 


About midnight the party wont to 


tho residence of J. L. Ginn, a lumber 
dealer, and fastened a "tick-tack" 
oa the door. The party retired to an 
alloy, with tho exception of Postmas- 
ter McLaughliu, who remained noar 


tho house. 


Awakened by the noise of the "tick- 


tack, " Edward Ginu, a son of J. L. 
Giun, thought the housa was boiug 
entered by burglars. 
He could dimly 


see tho figure of McLaughliu near 
the house, aud fired at him with a re- 
volver. The postmaster fell with a 
bullet through his heart, dying before 
his companions could get to his side. 


Young Giuu is distracted, as ho was 


a warm friend of McLaughliu. 
Ginu 


and his father visited the aged parents 
of the dead man, who wers disposed 
to lay no blame for the accident to 
Gmn. 


In a dead man, who was 2S years 


old, 
was formerly a member of the 


drug firm of Harper & McLaughlin, 
retiring from _t!ie partnership on re- 
ceiving the appointment of postmaster 
from President MoKinley.

ASSESSMENT RULING, 


How It Seriously Affects Building and 


Loan Associations. 


A special to the Globe-Democrat 


from Jtt. Vernou, 111., gives the fol- 
lowing concerning one effect of the 
new revenue law that is of local inter- 
est: 


"In reply to interrogatories pro- 


pounded by State's Attorney Blair of 
this city, Attorney General E. C. 
Aikon has given an opinion in regard 
to the assessment of building and loan 
associations, ^which, if upheld by the 
courts, will seriously cripple them, if 
it does not drive out of existence every 
such organization in tko state. 


"lu brief, the ground taken by the 


attorney general is that tbo notes, 
bonds, mortgages aud stock can not be 
assessed to tho association; that the 
stock must be listed in the name ol 
tho holder, this rule being applicable 
not only to non-borrowers, but also to 
shares held in pledges as security for 
loans. Tho borrower must bo assessed 
not only on tho property mortgaged, 
but also on the pledged shares on 
which his loan was secured, nor is ho, 
says Mr. Aikon, entitled to any 'set- 
off' or deduction against the value of 
his stock or on account of money 
borrowed by him from the association. 


"Tho result of this ruling, it is held 


by building and loau officials hers, 
will be to force borrowers to take out 
straight loans from capitalists, and as 
tho profit to the building and loan 
associutious is derived wholly from 
mortgage loans, it is hold chut the de- 
crease in borrowers which is suro to 
follow as a result of this decision will 
reduce tho profits to such n low figure 
that 
capitalists 
will 
invest their 


money elsewhere. "

MILES ON THE SPANISH WAR. 


The 
Chicago 
Tribune: 
General 


Itiles is 
-writing a history of the 


Spanish war for the Xorth American 
lievicw. In the current issuo hu deals 
witSi the outbreak of the war and the 
organization and lauding of the army 
in Cuba. The commanding major gon- 
'eral is not able to forget that he was 
denied the command of theCuban cam- 
paign and that hip plans wero rejected. 
He says of tho Slmfter expedition: "I 
desired to go with it, but was directed 
to return to Washington." Ho says 
the expedition "left iu 
1111 unsatis- 


factory condition as regards accom- 
modations on ilia trainparta for the 
men and animals and tho necessary 
facilities for landing tho troops. " Ho 
neglects to state- that for miuiy days 
before the sailing of the army from 
Tampa he was, hi ingulf in command. 
Why did ho not call for better trans- 
ports and more lighters? 


The reason General Miles was not 


allowed to conduct tho Cnban opera- 
tions is well known. lie was asked at 
the outset to draw up a plan of cam- 
paign, and he outlined a plan which 
tho administration 
rejected, 
which 


subsequent events 
condemned, and 


•which the 
people 1mve universally 


repudiated as unwise. 
The main ob- 


jection to it was that it contemplated 
a delay of all decisive operations in 
Cuba until autumn. 
Tho war was 


actually ended before Gunoral Miles' 
plan would have had it begin. 


Iu his present article General Miles 


still clings to this plan of campaign, 
repeating it and attempting to defend 
it. 
Ho dwells strongly upon the raw 


condition of tho volunteers and upon 
the general state of unproparodness in 
all tho material details. He repeats 
his feara of yellow fever and of thc 
cBects of tho rainy season. 
Hu also 


states that there was not 
enough 


ammunition in tho country to la.it an 
army of 70,000 mou iu one hour's seri- 
ous cattle. But it did not require a 
delay of six months to make the neces- 
sary cartridges, and history has set 
its linnl condemnation upon such a 
delay. Nor has General Milc-4 any 
warrant for believing that "the in. 
vestment of liavana could have been 
effected at our leisure, and that city 
forced to surrender, in all probability, 
with inconsiderable loss." 
Havana 


was infinitely stronger than Santiago, 
aud thero is no reason to believe it 
could have been taken by siege with- 
out great loss of lifo. 


General Miles can gain no credit for 


himself: by continuing to defend his 
repudiated scheme for a long war in 
Cuba. 
Ho would better admit his 


error aud change the subject. 


The "push" is circulating the ro- 


poit that they will force tho mayor to 
pnt up Bolcn and Randolph again. 
This is tantamount to assuming that 
the mayor is willing to discard the 
advice of best friends, slap the honest 
reform plcmeut who supported him in 
the face, turn down nearly the solid 
business interests of the city for n few 
discordant and designing politicians 
who have cursed him aud slandered 
him ever since he turned down Bolcn 
for chief of police. 


There is a movement on foot, so it 


is said, 
to attack the record and 


character of Mr. Applcaate on the 
part of the Democratic "push." In 
doing this they shouLl bear iu mind 
that they arc inviting trouble for sumo 
others whom they are interested in.

At the opposite 
end of Ihe lever is the «eeon'l pencil, 
and as the v.heel iv-es and falls w i t h 
the undulations of the road surface the 
pencil rises and falls correspondingly, 
thus making an infallible record of the 
smfiicc. The \iapraph has been ex 
tcnsivcly used in England, where its 
recoids ha\e been frequently used by 
bicyclists for the purpose of shov.mg 
the authorities how much some rnacls 
are in need of repair. Such a record i 
the more valuable as a piece of t»«ti- 
mony from the fact that the actual de- 
gree of unevenness of a given road can 
be indicated where desired by a numer- 
ical index in feet, which can be at- 
tached to the maciiine.—St. 7-ouis Re- 
public.

will long be remembered in Argentine.
